Should Live for Country. 

“Tt is good to die for one’s country, but at 
times it appears harder for public and pri- 
vate men to live for their nation and gov- 
ernment.” . : 

The speaker declared that wherever there 
is open and flagrant violations of the saloon 
closing ordinances there algo is gambling, 
and that graft on the part of police officials 
and men “higher up’’ generally follows in 
the wake of such copditions. The wiping out 
of special privileges, whereby individuals 
and corporations are enabled to amass vast 
wealth in a comparatively short time, he de- 
clared the duty of all voters. 


Gives Axioms for Citizenship. 

Some of the axioms given by former Gov. 
Folk for the guidance of citizens wishing 
for better government are as follows: 

An open town is a town of graft. 

There afte too many laws made to please the 
moral and too Httle enforcement Of laws that dis- 
please the immoral. ' 

It ie a hundred times better to permit a thing 
by law than to permit it to exist contrary to law 

If saloons are open contrary to a closing law 
there is a strong presumption of graft somewhere. 

The only way to destroy graft is through prose- 
cution and publicity.

SHE PLEADS FOR RELIEF. | 


Testimony at Trial Is Damaging, 
but Mystery Still Baf- 
fles Paris. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Nov. 9.—Moved to pity, apparently, 
by the forlorn and helpless condition of Mme. 
Steinhell as she fa him each day for the 
ordea} of her trial for the murder of her hus- 
band and stepmother. Judge de Valles has 
adopted a more lenient attitude toward the 
prisoner. At the same time Mme. Steinheil’s 
powers of resistance seem already exhaust- 
ed under the terrific ordeal to which she has 
been subjected. 

The sixth day of the trial has advanced no 
further the solution of the mystery under- 
lying the murders. While the testimony 
given today was indirectly more damaging 
to the defendant, the whole case still rests 
upon purely circumstantial evidence. 

*“ Have pity on me! I should not be tor- 
tured! ’’ Mme. Steinheil exclaimed soon after 
the case opetied this morning, but during the 
latter half of the day she sat forlorn and 
dejected, the personification of grief and 
misery, allowing the gravest accusations to 
pass unchallepged. 


Reporters Tell of Interviews. 

Several newspaper.reporters, who had in- 
terviewed Mme. Steinhell soon. after the 
crime, gave testimony that was moet damag- 
ing to her defense. One of these witnesses 
declared that Mme. Steizheil had said, after 
a whispered conference with Mariette Wolf, 
the cook at her home, that the Wolf woman 
would deny everything if her mistress was 
arrested. . Judge de Valles called the wit- 
ness’ attention t6 the gravity. ef hie testi- 
money and the witness replied: 

“TI accept full responsibility.” 

The theory existed that Mariette, who was 
known to be Mme. Steinheil's confidante in 
love affairs, and her son, Alexander Wolf, 
were her agents in crime, but after the de- 
fendant’s denunciation of Wolf as the as- 
sassin and his arrest and release after prov- 
ing an alibi this thecry was weakened, al- 
though it was remarked at the time that his 
alibi for the night of the crime, then five 
months back, was wonderfully, if not sus- 
piciously, detailed. cee 

When the journalists testified that Mme. 
Steinhell was in a state of great depressio 
when she, confessed to them that she ha 
placed the pearl in Couillard’s pocketbook 
and then accused Wolf, the prisoner inter- 
rupted to declare that the newspaper men 
had tortured her into speaking, one even hay- 
ing twisted her wrists to make her-:talk. 

The reporters, continuing their testimony, 
denied that they had used force, but ad- 
mitted that they had pressed the suspected 
woman to tonfess. 


‘ Woman Thought of Suicide. 


M. Barby, a photographer, testified that 
when Mmé. Steinhell was convinced that she 
would be artested she wished to commit 
suicide. The witness eaid also that at a criti- 
cal moment in the Interview between Mmie. 
Steinheil and the newspaper men Mariette 
Wolf, the cook, entered the room and the two 
women fell into each ‘other's arms: After

The proceeds of this bond 
issue are to be used in subsidizing irrigation 
projects. _The result will be similar to what 
has been accomplished in the United States 
by the reclamation service, but the resuk wil! 
be worked out in a different manner. 

Projects in North of Mexico. 

The majority of the new irrigation projects 
will stretch across the northern part of Mex- 
ico from the Gulf of Mexico to the Gulf of 
California. .The government will advance 
money on every acre that is irrigated by 
private capital and will pay a specified 
amount for every settler who locates on the 
land. In addition the settlers will be per- 
mitted to bring in goods free of duty and 
their taxes will be remitted for ten years. 

The Mexicans believe they can offer some 
of the best agricultural lands in North Amer- 
ica and that their climate is not surpassed 
for agricultural purposes at any place on this 
continent. New railroads are being built 
and the neglected, fertile regions are being 
opened up as rapidly as possible. 

This -explains, at least in part, the great 
interest shown by President Diag and his 
official] advisers in the exposition at Chicago.

The general, who bears the title of ‘marquis of 
Teneriffe, bestowed upon him for mili services, 


1 announced on his arrival at Barcelona last Thursday 


to assume office that he brought an olive branch in one 
hand and military law in the other, and that he would 
tolerate no insult to Spain and no insullg to the army. 
He may be relied upon*to carry out his pledges, and 
certainly will brook no disorder and 
trouble with'a heavy hand. 

While Weyler has the reputation, won in Cuba, of 
being ruthlessly severe, there is no doubt that hp pos- 
sesses to a far greater degree than any other officer 
of his rank in the Spantsh army the spirit of discipline, 
of administrative order, and powers of organization. 
In fact, he is an extremely able officer, who is respected 
by the people of Spain, and exercises an enormous 
influence with the noncommissioned officers of the army 
and also with the inferior ranks of the commissioned 
officers, but whose rough manners, bruequerie, and lack 
of polish have made for him many engmies in Madri- 
lene society and in the political world. 

Few persons at Washington nowadays recall the fact 
that he was military attaché of-the Spanish legation 
there throughout the presidency of Lincoln, and that 
he was in attendance In that capacity both’on Sherman 
and on Sheridan during a considerable portion of the 
civil war, while there are no military leaders for whom 
he entertains a warmer regard and a greater admira- 
tion than for Gen. Grant. 

He is of Teuton origin, the grendson of one of the 
south German army contractors who followed Joseph 
Bonaparte and Marshal Soult into Spain in the early 
part of the last century. After they were driven out 
of the country he went over to the enemy—that is to 
say, to the Spaniarde—and adopted their RACER Ay 
though retaining his name.

foneo XIII. 

It is somewhat strange to find him figuring es one 
of the principal supporters of the cabinet of Premier 
Moret. For when the latter came into office just be- 
fore the outbreak of the war bet ween this country and 
Spain eleven years ago one of the first things he did 
was to recall Weyler in quasi-diegrace from the gov- 
ernor generalship of Cuba and to supersede him by 
Blanco, thus rendering nugatory all the careful -and 
elaborate plane which he had — for the suppression 
of the insurrection,

Thé prevailing decision says, in part: 

“The ordinary bookmaker is a person who 
follows the races and is enabled fo prepare a list 
of horses entered, with the odds so asx 
to percentages as to give him a profit whichever 
way the winning horse may be. This is the evil 
which the legislature sought to prevent by the 
enactment of the Hart-~dgnew laws, — 

“The vies of bookmaking chiefly consists in 
soliciting and tn ‘the inducing the public to take 
ehances mm the carefully figured and planned 
schemes of the bookmakers, and this, in order to 
be made profitable to him. requires the writing 
out of the list of the odds laid on some paper or 
posters so it could be seen’ by those solicited to 
nv ve 

In a dissenting opinion, Judge Vann says: *’ The 
constitution forbids bookmaking without defining 
it, an@ the statu’ forbids engaging in it without 
defining it. In view of the explicit command of 
the constitution and the history of legislation on 
the subject, I think the statute prohibits engaging 
in bookmaMing with or without the ald of any 
writing. Engaging in thé business. of public 
gambling by quoting and laying insidious odds to 
a multitude of people was the evil aimed at.. not 
the making of a record ofthe business, which is 
A comparatively innocent.” *

Railroad freight rates and proposéd regu- 
lative measures will be the principal! topics 
of discussion at the annua! convention of 
the National Industrial Traffic league, which 
will Begin at the La Salle hotel tomorrow. 
The league probably is the most influential 
of the shippers’ organizations in the coun- 
try and the legislative committee has been 
working earnestly throughout the year in 
‘formulating proposed amendments to the in- 
terstate commerce law. 

The chief amendment which will be asked 
of congress is to give the commission power 
to prohibit advances in freight rates taking 
effect until that body has made an investi- 
gation and ascertained the reasonable 
+ of such increase; dnd to give the shipper ike 
right to route his freight. These have al- 
ready been indorsed by the league, have 
been submitted to President Taft, who in- 
orsed them in his Des Moines epeech, and 
have been turned over by him to a commit- 
tee which is considering proposed amend- 
ments to the Hepburn law. 


Will Make Other Suggestions. 

The legislative committee will present a re- 
port on ways.to prevent erroneous quota- 
tions of rates by carriers, to secure the in- 
sertion of rates in bills of lading, and to ob- 
tain the right by the shipper to appeal from 
decisions of the interstate commerce .com- 
mission. 

Reports will also be received from the com- 
mittees on transportation instrumentalities, 
rate construction, tariffs, freight claims, 
classification, and bill of lading.
